DECIDED AGAINST “ BABY BUNTING.” 


The New York Supreme Court Says He | 


Must Pay Miss Campbell $45,000. 

ALRANx, N. I., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—By the 
decision of the Court of Appeals today Clara 
Campbell wins her action for breach of 
promise against Charles Arbuckle and a judg- 
ment for $45,000. The trial of Miss Clara 
Campbell against Mr. Charles Arbuckle was 
begun in the Supreme Court in New York 
Wednesday, Jan, 4, 1888. Miss Campbell is a 
daughter of John Campbell, a once wealthy 
iron manufacturer of Ironton, O. 

Before her celebrated suit she spent many 
years abroad studying music with a view to 
going upon. the concert stage in Italy. She 
met Mr. Arbuckle of Arbuckle Brothers in 
1882. As long as her father was wealthy Mr. 
Arbuckle was devoted in his attention, but 
when her father failed Mr. Arbuckle’s letters 
soon became fewer and then finally ceased. 

Judge Beach presided over the court in 
which the trial was held. The case was remark- 
able for the number of letters of a most af- 
fectionate and ‘silly character which were 
produced in evidence by counsel for Miss 
Campbell a8 having been addressed to her by 
Mr. Arbuckle. He usually began these with 
such expressions as My dear pet,“ My dear 
pet Bunny,” “Dear Baby,” “ Dear Bunny.” 
His letters are full of his worries about his 
business and his liver. 

There were generally innumerable kisses at 
the end of each of them. Sometimes he 
closed with capital K’s and H’s, which he was 
compelled to admit on the witness-stand stood 
for kisses and hugs. Sometimes he even used 
to sign his letters H’s and K’s. Monday, Jan. 
9, 1888, the jury retired and returned a sealed 
verdict. When the Judge reached court next 


morning it was, found to be in favor of the 
plaintiff, with $45,000 damages. 


The Judge 
also allowed $1,000 costs.

The Business in the Pittsburg District 
Never Before So Big. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Dec. 2.—[Special.]—The 
production of pig-iron in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict has this fall grown to proportions never 
before known, and still more furnaces are 
being added. The district has now twenty-six 
completed furnaces, twenty-four of which are 
producing 4,400 tons aday. This amount will 
be increased 400 tons by two new furnaces— 
Isabella No. 3, which was blown in a week 
ago, and furnace A of the Monongahela com- 
pany, which will be lighted some time this 
week. Furnace B No. 2, which is nearly 
ready. will not be put in blast until some time 


next month. The output of the last two will 


be used by the rolling-mill of the National 
Tube company of McKeesport, which concern

ONE ROBBER MURDERS ANOTHER. 


The Tragedy Is Witnessed by the Victim of 


the Robbery. 

William Sinnott, who was found dead on the 
sidewalk in front of No. 43% Harmon court at an 
early hour yesterday morning with a bullet hole 
in his left breast, was murdered by his former 
friend and partner in crime, Frank Hartnett, 
alias O’Brien, alias Bradley. : 

The murder was the result of a quarrel between 
thé two men over the division of the proceeds of 
a robbery, and Sinnott was killed before the eyes 
of the victim whom they had just robbed. 

They had been drinking in a saloon at No. 1632 
State street. A quarrel ardse and Sinnott fired a 
shot atthe waiter, Joseph Martin. After leaving 
this place they picked acquaintance with a stran- 
gerat Twelfth and State streets, and the three 
went together to Gilligan’s saloon, No. 43% Har- 
mon court. On the sidewaik Sinnott held the 
victim and Hartnett went through his pockets 
and secured about $30. 

Immediately the quarrel arose as to the divis- 
ion of the money. rtnett pulled his revolver 
and shot his companion through the heart. 
Thoroughly frightened at the bloody work the

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THE TREASURY REPORT. 

Contrary to general expectation the annual 
report by Secretary Windom of the United 
States Treasury does not contain any recom- 
mendation for the issue of a 2 per cent bond. 
It is understood that he prepared a draft for 
such recommendation, but that it was with- 
drawn at the last moment, for the reason it 
was not deemed advisable at this time to in- 
troduce the subject officially. But his report 
may be regarded as leading up to it by the 
statement that the gravest defect in our 
present financial system is its lack of elas- 
ticity.“ It is true the National banks 
have authority to increase their circulation 
in times of stringency and to reduce 
it when money becomes redundant, but this 
provision has ceased to be of much practical 
value owing to the high price of bonds.’’ From 
this it may be inferred that the Secretary 
thinks a bond bearing a very low rate of inter- 
est, and issued in sufficiently la ge quantities, 
would meet the difficulty if the Treasury were 
required to retire them promptly at par in 


But he also says: The recent financial strin- 
gency in November, immediately after the dis- 
bursement of over $100,000,000 for the pur- 
chase and redemption of bonds within. the 
preceding four months, furnishes another for- 
eible illustration that such stringencies are 
due to other causes than Treasury operations. 
Perhaps he might have added that ‘they are so 
far independéat as to render the latter of little 
force in preventing them. 

The report shows the total amount.. of gold 
and silver coin, certificates against it, and 
notes issued by the Government and National 
banks was $1,498,072,709 at the beginning of 
October, against $1,022,033,685 ten years ear- 
lier, which is a gain of 4644 percent. The 
circulation per capita is now $23.97, against 
$20.38 in 1880, The comparisons include a de- 
crease of $163,078,939, or nearly 50 per cent, 
in the volume of National bank notes. It 
may seem strange, in view of the claimed i in- 
sufficiency of the circulating media, that a 
smaller proportion of coin and paper mouey 
entered into banking operations nine years 
ago than now. Sept. 17 of this year these 
constituted 8.96 per cent of the total receipts 
by 3,474 National banks, the other 91,04 con- 
sisting of checks, drafts, etc. For the same 
date in 1881 the percentages were 4.91 and 
95.09. The amount of domestic exchange 
drawn.by the banking institutions of the 
United States in the last fiscal year is esti- 
mated at about $17,927,500,000, or some twelve 
times the total of nominal circulation. 

The Secretary expresses his opinion that the 
new Silver actisa great improvement over 
the law repealed, and that its beneficial re- 
sults will eventually commend it to general ap- 
proval.

THE AVERTED PANIC. 

The London Financial Times for the Mon- 
day succeeding the Barings’ confession of dis- 
aster has a long and interesting article on the 
situation. Taking for comparison the conse- 
quences entailed by the closing of the City of 
Glasgow Bank twelve years ago, the liabilities 
of which were scarcely half those of the firm 
thaf guaranteed the Argentine bubble, it 
draws a picture of the conditions avoided 
only by the heroic treatment undertaken by 
the syndicate headed by the Bank of 
England. It says within half an hour 
of the stoppage half a dozen allied houses 
in London and abroad would have been 
obliged to suspend. Then every holder of their 
acceptances must at once have provided 
himself with fundsto an equal amount or 
fail also. Scores and perhaps hundreds of 
failures would have resulted from this cause. 
The prospect of what might have happened on 
the Stock Exchange is too fearful to con- 
template. Not a single stock could have been 
sold, borrowed on, or negotiated in any way 
within 50 per cent of its usual price, and nine- 
tenths of the stuff traded in from day to day 
would have been absolutely unmarketable. 
The best credit could not have saved any one 
man from doubt, and it would have become a 
grave question how many of the most solvent 
could stand the strain. Such a panic would 
have sent a shock through every channel of 
speculation'and shaken to its foundation the 
whole financial system of Europe. 

So far as can be judged here this London

There may be grave doubts as to the truth 
of the semi-official assurance given by the 
London Times the day of the settlement that 
it was ascertained after thorough inquiry 
that the position was really sound, though it 
could not have been maintained by any less 
effective intervention.” People here who 
have watched the progress of affairs for 
months past have regarded the situation as so 
rotten that it would not have surprised them 
to see the house allowed to go down wi thout 
having a helping hand extended to save it from 
collapse. But they, may be thankful their 
worst fears were not realized, as an utter 
break down in London could not have oc- 
curred without. far more deplorable conse- 
quences in the United States than those sus- 
tained in the last three weeks and which are 
now being recovered from. The developments 
of modern business. have brought about such 
an interlocking of commercial and financial 
interests all over the civilized world that all 
must suffer when one 1s overtaken by great 


disaster, and it is true in business as in sani-

A FLAGRANT DEMOCRATIC CRIME. 

The counting out of Thomas E. Miller, Re- 
publican, in the Seventh or Shoestring Dis- 
trict of South Carolina, who was elected by 
3,500 majority, and the giving of the certifi- 
cate of election to William Elliott, his Demo- 
cratic Opponent, constitute the most dis- 
honorable and dishonest act that has yet been 
committed in that fraud ridden State. Mr. 
Elliott will take a seat that belongs to another 
man in the Fifty-second Congress, and the 
Democratic majority of that Congress un- 
doubtedly will indorse the theft and give its 
sanction to the fraud. 

The Seventh District on electionday was 
under Democratic control.

KOCH’S LYMPH. 

The nature of the lymph used by Dr. Koch 
for the destruction of the tubercle bacillus and 
the manner of its preparation are thus far 
secret so far as any announcement from the 
doctor or his corps of assistants is concerned. 
All that is known with certairty is that it-is 
expensive and that the process of manufacture 
is both delicate and eomplicated, which may 
account for the unwillingness of the doctor to 
make his secret public, If it requires such 
skill to make it as is claimed it certainly 
would be hazardous to trust its manufacture 
to unskilled or inexperienced persons. 

As to the action of the lymph also but little 
is known. The world knows that since Dr. 
Koch discovered the tubercle bacillus and 
demonstrated that it was the cause of con- 
sumption and kindred diseases, as well as of 


investigating long and patiently to find the 
agency which will, destroy the tubercle and 
check the ravages of the bacillus. This he 
thinks he has discovered, but it is due to him 
as a scientist to state that he has not made 
any claim publicly, nor has he said that he 
can cure consumption. He is simply hopeful 
that he ison the right track and his experi- 
ments have encouraged him. Public umpa- 
tience and curiosity have in a manner forced 
his hand, and the rush of patients and doctors 
to avail themselves of the results of his dis- 
covery has been more than any man could 
stand. Meanwhile speculation is busy with 
the details of the nature of the mysterious 
lymph and the manner of its action. The 
New York Sun makes the following shrewd 
guess that the lymph comes from the crude 
tubercle itself: 

It is well known that the tubercle bacillus cannot 
be modified as to its virulent quality by repeated 


cultivation. Koch and others having found that 
tubercle germs, that have been cultivated many 


ducing tuberculosis as they were when first used 
for that purpose. Some eminent German chem- 
ists, Briegen and others, have succeeded in ex- 
tracting from diphtheritic membranes, and from 
the nervous tissues of persons dying with fabies, 
poisons in the form of definite chemical com- 
pounds which, when injected into animals, will 
reproduce the symptoms of hydrophobia and te- 
tanys. It is not improbable that Koch has ex- 
tracted from tubercles a corresponding poison 
which in minute quantity may be safely injected 
into the body and produce upon tuberculous tis- 
sues the remarkable effects which he has de- 
scribed... This lymph, as it is called, seems, ac- 
cording to all the information thus far received, 
to have a peculiar effect on the lesions already 
produced by tuberculosis. 

The action- of the lymph in lupus is well 
known, but in tuberculosis of the lungs it has 
not yet been demonstrated clearly. This should 
suggest caution. It is not wise to assume that 
Dr. Koch has discovered a certain cure for 
consumption, for there is as yet no evidence 
to warrant it. On the other hand, it would be 
both unwise and unfair to assume that he has 
not, since preliminary experiments are en- 
couraging. It. would be better if the world 
were to accept the view of Dr. Koch himself 
namely: that the matter is still in its experi- 
mental stages—and follow his advice to wait. 
No good can come of this mad rush of doctors 
and consumptives to Berlin. Both are likely 
to be disappointed. Dr. Koch unquestionably 


it may succeed. In either case it requires 
time to determine the result. But the great 
scientist is near the heart of the secret. He 
has found the cause and located it. He be- 
lieves he has found the remedy. If he is mis- 
taken he has at least so far prepared the way 
that either he or some- other bacteriologist 
will yet secure the prize. Meanwhile it would 
be prudent to wait and obey Dr. Koch’s own 
injunctions,, Nothing can be gained by crowd- 
ing. If it proves the success he hopes it will 
be soon known, and in that case nothing can 
prevent the contribution of the remedy to the 
world. | ae

The American rule is that under no circum- 
stances shall the person who has received the 
smaller number of votes be given an office. 
That is the rule in Congress, and it has been 
laid down as the law in Illinois. In the words 
of an authority on this subject: 

It is a fundamental idea with us that the ma- 
jority shall rule, and that a majority or at least a 
plurality shall be required to elect a person to 
office by popular vote. An election with us is the 
deliberate choice of the majority or plurality of 
the electors. Any doctrine which opens the way 
for minority ruie in any case is anti-Republican 
and anti-American. The English rule, if adhered 
to, would in many cases result in compelling very 
large majorities to submit to very small minori- 
ties, as an ineligible person may receive, and 
in many cases has received, a great majority of 
the votes. It is enough in such a case to hold the 
election void.

This 
great organization, whose jurisdiction now ex- 
tends to thirty-five States of this Union and 
whose membership and coworkers’ number mill. 
ions of American freemen, will in the exercise of 
conservative political action strive to secure 
equal rights for all and special privileges to 
none,” and secure indeed a Govern- 
ment of the. people and by the people.” 
Let this Supreme Council assert and maintain 
its dignity and its solemn purpose to protect and 
advance the interests of its constituency by de- 
claring their legislative needs and by showing to 
the American Congress that when its demands on 
paper are ignored it can and will vindicate and 
maintain its claims at the ballot-box. Our recent 
experience with that body, as well as with the 
leaders of the two great political parties of the 
country, should admonish us that the time has 
arrived when this great organization should take 
bold and determined action to this end. :

Let us not be 
diverted through the machinations of political 
intrigue from the great paramvuunt issue now be- 
fore the American people. Never in the polit- 
ical history of the country was there such 
universal interest among the people and such 
urgent demand on the political par- 
ties for financial reform as characterized the 
recent campaign and yet the great effort of the 
leaders of each of these parties and of the parti- 
san press was to give overshadowing 22 
to questions and issues partaking largely of a 
partisan character to the exclusion of the one 
great vital, living issue. Financial reform. a sys- 
tem of finance which recognizes and secures to 
every citizen of this country an equitable, fair, 
and just right to share its benefits, and which 
will furnish a volume of circulating me- 
dium adequate to the legitimate — 
of the country at a low ra 
of interest, is the greatest and most urgent 
need of the time. Let the people here represent-

NEW HAMPSHIRE’S EXTRA SESSION. 


The Legislature Meets and Makes an Effort 
to Settle the Trouble, 

Concorp, N. H., Dec. 2.—[{Special.]—New 
Hampshire legislators had their first exper- 
ience with an extra legislative session for a 
half century today. The tangle, however, as 
to which party shall control the House and 
thereby elect a Governor and United States 
Senator, is still as complex as ever. Both 
Houses convened this morning, but ngither 
transacted any business. The Senate, which 
is in working order, has in hand a bill cover- 
ing the basis of representation in the next 
Legislature. . This proposes the census of 
1890 as such ‘basis. The House de- 
voted its attention to the composi- 
tion of its own body. The _ disputed 
cases were all referred to the judiciary com- 
mittee. The question at issue is whether 
census enumerators lose their place in the 
House.

He Was Director-General of the Centennial 
‘and Learned Much by the Experience— 


What He Says on the Subject in General 


—Oregon Will Make a Great Exhibit— 
Recommendations of Secretary Windom 
—Legislation That Is Needed. 

Gen. A. T. Goshorn, Director-General of the 
Centennial, will call on Director-General 
Davis of the Columbian Exposition today and 
give him the benefit of his experience in 
World’s Fair niatters. . : 


It must be largely a one-man power, he 
said yesterday, and I am glad to see that the 


World’s Fair is getting away from the compli- 
cated machinery of large bodies. We had the 
same conflicts in Philadelphia and did not get 
away from them until the Executive Commit- 
tee of thirteen practically took charge. 

Gen. Goshorn thought the creating of a 
Board of Reference and Control an excellent 
idea, as it tended toa centralization of pow- 
er; an executive committee of twenty-six was 
too unwieldy. The bureau system he thought 
the only proper one for the execution of the 
work, and in the preparation of this Chicago 
was ahead of Philadelphia. 

‘‘T handled the business alone,” he said, 
until it got so heavy that I couldn't possibly 
do it. Then bureaus were organized. The 
Foreign Bureau was under my charge. A 
head was appointed to it, but he fortunately 
resigned. I say fortunately because I found 
that foreigners objected to treating with 
subordinates. They wanted to treat direct 
with the head of the whole exhibition. So it 
was too with all foreign Governments.” 

Gen. Goshorn said also that the foreign na- 
tions refused to pay wy fave em to the proc- 
lamation issued by the United States, and that 
invitations had to be sent later to each Gov- 
ernment separately. Iu the case of the com- 
ing exhibition that is provided for by the act 
of Congress.

A large build- 
ing should be constructed of Oregon woods, in all 
styles of finish, and furnished -with Oregon-made 
furniture of native woods. In this building 
should be arranged such of the exhibits as are 
not better displayed in the open air. We deem it 
important that samples of our products be dis- 
tributed free, and in a most liberal manner, so 
that Oregon-grown grain, fruit, and vegetables 
wool, hops, fish, woods, etc., may carried 
everywhere, to show. their great epee gay | by 
comparison with whatever they may meet. This 
item ‘alone calls for a large sum of money, and a 
minimum estimate of the sum necessary to carry 
out the plan above outlined may be stated in the

WHAT SECRETARY WINDOM SAYS.

Public Moneys. 


The monetary transactions of the Government 
have n conducted through the Treasurer of the 
United States, nine Sub-Treasury officers, and 275 
National bank depositories. The number of such 
depositories, Nov. 1, 1890, was 204. 

The amount of public moneys held by National 

depositories, including those to credit of the 
asurer’s general account and disbursing 
officer’s balances, on March 1, 1889, was 818,818, 
991.63, which, being largely in excess of the needs 
of the public service, I have endeavored, as far 
as practicable, to reduce to the amount necessary 
to be kept with such depositories. for the business 
transactions of the Government. To accomplish 
this purpose without seriously disturbing the 
business of the people who may have been bor- 
rowers of these depositaries by any sudden with- 
drawal of large amounts, each depository holdi 
any public money in excess of that neede 
was notified on Noy.

_In my last annual report I presented for the con- 
sideration of Congress a plan for the utilization 
of the silver product of the United States. A bill 
embodying, with some modifications, the meas- 
ure suggested was favorably reported in the 
House of Representatives of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress and was adopted by the House. It was 
amended in the Senate by the substitution of a 
free coinag® measure. 

As the result of a conference between the two 
bodies a bill was passed and eoproved by the 
President July 14, 1890, the essential provisions of 
which are: The monthly purchase by the Gov- 
ernment of 4,500,000 ounces of silver at the mar- 
ket price, to be paid for in legal tender note, re- 
deemable in coin, and the repeal, after July 1 
1891, of the mandatory coinage of silver dollars. 

Under the operations of this law the amount of 
silver pu from Aug. 13, 1890, te Dec. 1, 
1890, aggregated 816, 778.185 fine ounces, costing 
$18,671,075, an average of $1.1128 per fine ounce. 

The price of silver advanced rapidly after the

passage of the new law; , the immediate 
effect of the law had been largely anticipated in 
the advance R prior to its passage.

ince that date there has been a decline, with 
some fluctuations, to the present time, the price 
falling as low as 90.97. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the advance in 
the price of silver following the passage of the 
law bas not been maintained, the Secretary ven- 
tures to express the belief that the new silver act 
is a great improvement over the law repealed, and 
that its beneticial results will eventually commend 
it to general approval. As yet the perivd of time 
has been too brief to really test the merits of the 
law and the permanent effect which it will have 
on the price of silver. 

One thing is certain, that it has been the means 
of providing a healthy and much-needed_addi- 
— the circ medium of the United 

tates. 


The amount of Treasury notes issued on pur- 
chases of silver bullion from Aug. 13 to Nov. 23 
1890, has been $18,807,000. Had the law provid 
for the purchase of only the product of the United 
States this surplus would have absorbed ere 
this, and as none would have been imported for 
speculative p no surplus would have been 
accumulated. The withdrawal of the entire sil- 
ver product. of our mines and smelters, which 
amounts to nearly one-half of the world’s annual 
output of silver, would probably soon create a 
shortage abroad, and this in turn would cause a 
steady and permanent advance in price.

Canadian Railway Transportation. 


The Secretary’s attention has been uently 
directed to the unsatisfactory conditions of Cana- 
dian railway traffic with the United States, and 
many complaints have been made that the rules 
and regulations of this department touching the 
bonding and sealing of cars discriminate against 
our own people. It is manifestly unjust to accord 
Canadian railroads pri denied to our 
own. It certainly was not the intent of Con- 
gress to relieve those roads from obligations im- 

upon our own transportation companies. 
et the practical working of the law, under the 
construction insisted upon Ng : Canadian com- 
anies, leads to that result. their construction 
accepted Canadian r ds, not under bonds 
for the purpose, may transport dutiable mer- 
chandise from seaports in Canada to with- 
in the United States with only nominal customs

Chinese Exclusion, 


The department has not relaxed its efforts to 
secure a strict enforcement of the Chinese Exclu- 
sion act. Organized attempts have been made by 
Chinese laborers to force their way into the 
United States b weg ot Mexico, British Colum- 
bia, and Canada. These movements have been 
efficiently met, and.the unlawful immigration not 
only checked but in most instances wholly ar- 


rested. 

A large number of prohibited Chinese that have 
found illegal entry into the United States have 
been returned to China, as “the country from 
whence they came,“ rather than to the contigu- 
ous foreign territory through which they passed 
on their way hither, as was formerly the practice, 
and which resulted in their ultimately finding a 
way to reénter the country in some other quarter.

Alaska, 


There is an urgent necessity for legislation cre-

Lease of the Seal Islands. 


The lease of the Seal Islands in Behring Sea to 
the Alaska Commercial company for a term of 
twenty years having expired during the year, anew 
lease was made, pursuant to law, with the North 
American Commercial company for a like term 
of twenty years, after a public competition wherein 
that company proved to be the highest and the 
best bidder. The pecuniary ¢onditions of the 
lease are the payment of an annual rental to the 
United States of $60,000, a revenue tax of $2, and 
a royalty of $7.62% for each-fur seal taken and 
shipped from the islands of St. Paul and St. 
George, and 50 cents for each gallon of oil taken 
trom seals killed and sold. , 

The covenants for the maintenance, — and 
improvement of the native inhabitants of the 
leased islands are also much more extensive and 
liberal in the preceding lease.
